I have made 1000-1500 mile qsos with 3 watts of ssb 
and a 54" telescoping whip standing in my front yard. 
Add a small yagi and you will have big signal. 


You will get a mailbox full of messages telling you the above. 
BTW - TenTec makes a great transverter that will run as 

much as 8 watts out - they make one that is 20m to 6m 

and one that is 2m to 6m. They work VERY well. 

So if you already have a 20m rig that might be 

the ticket. 


Also MFJ makes a 6m rig that seems to work quite well.

All this talk of spud guns reminded me of a news item I read 
several years ago in my hometown newspaper (the Contra Costa Times). 
I vaguely recalled that the Martinez (CA) police department had 
done range testing with spud guns and decided that they were indeed 
dangerous weapons - and had issued a nationwide officer advisory 
bulletin. 


Well, I also recalled that the Martinez PD chief at the time (Jerry 
Boyd) was a radio amateur and I'd once exchanged email with him. 

I spent a few minutes fishing around with DejaNews and located a 
note he'd posted with his telco #.

Somewhat apologetically I asked about the spud guns - was my recollection 
correct?

that spud guns are officially dangerous ;-). 


It was a pleasure talking with Jerry, K6BZ, and we must envy him a little 
for retiring to an antenna farm where the closest neighbor is too far 
away to hit with a spud gun ;-). I didn't ask if he's a QRP enthusiast 
but he did say that he operates a lot, so keep a spud, err, ear peeled 
for him.

Good to this point, Nils... all after is close approx. to most on 
the quest for altitude, -including me. I have collected several 
permanent, physical artifacts attributable to similar efforts which, 
like tatoos, will never dissappear. There are some good thoughts on 
the subject posted already, but the following is the evolved and 
successful technique used by A A 1 Mizzable Yankee for 

all antenna occasions: 


Tools, materials: 

* SLING-SHOT: (wider yoke is better) 

* SPIN-CASTING RIG: bottom half only; sized for 15 lb. test minimum. 

Load it w/16 - 18# line. (FORGET REELS ON SLINGSHOTS! ) 

* 2 oz. (min.) sinkers: tear-drop or round. Weight pulls the line 
down thru obstinate trees. A 4 oz. sinker is self-limiting 
to ~ 80'. 2 oz. will go at least 150' dragging 18% along. 

Roll of strong utility line, 60 - 100 #, re-wound on wire-spool 
modified with axel and crank-handle. Dowells do both fine. 

Dry-wall bucket: melt holes ~ 1" down from the top edge. Holes sized 
to accommodate axel of utility line spool. Also holds addn'l 
tools, spare sinkers, medication ... 

* GLOVES! Hands take a beating from pulling small line, esp. 


+ 


+ 


* PRCTICE, PRACTICE, PRACTICE, PRACTICE.... BEFORE ACTUAL WORK; 

* With bucket in FRONT of you, spit on the monofilament to keep it 
from unwinding when you open the bail; place pole in the 
bucket so that it points AT target; open the bail. 

* Carefully balance the sinker in the sling-shot pocket, w/line 
comming thru the yoke. (so it will leave in same direction) 

* Do a full draw, slingshot vert. and cup back to your ear. Remember 
to let go of the sinker, NOT the slingshot. 

x After shooting, you can actually get good enuff to stop the line 
with your hand at the top of the fishrod as it passes over 
your target, thus getting the line to drop close to the trunk 
as opposed to far away places. 

* When the sinker comes down, bring the bucket over to it, hook up the 
pull-line to it, (bowline knot in the lg. line) and place the 
spool axel thru the bucket/spool. 

* Return to the rod and reel in the line slowly at first, pulling the 
pull line over the tree. (small branches = strain relief) 

The pull-line on the spool will free-wheel out of the bucket. 

* With the pull-line over the tree you're ready to pull the main 
support rope back with a pulley at the ant. end. 


* Bowline is THE knot of choice ... EXCEPT in the monofilament. 
x A competent shot is able to place a sinker in a bucket at 50 feet. 


* Don't wind the monofilament too tight on the reel. It causes unruly 
knots, kinks and mental disorders. 
* A second person helps a lot, esp. when things aren't going well. 


That's about it. Let me know how it goes. 73 =s=

The beacons are precisely timed to transmit every three minutes for 
ten seconds each so you can get a good idea about the propagation for your 
location each day at a particular time of day. 


This is especially important for QRPers. 
As an example: If you hear 5Z4B at the 1 watt level, 
you then know that the Kenya area is ripe for a QRP contact. 


They also transmit tones at 4 different power levels. 
These levels are 100 watts,10 watts,1 watt and 100 mw. 
This is a lowering of output power by 10 db from the 
previous level. 


The call sign and the first tone following 
the call sign are sent at 100 watts. 
Each successive tone is sent at the next lower power level. 


In order to save space, a code number 

is substituted on this chart.The code is as follows, 

4=100 watts, 3=10 watts, 2=1 watt, 1= 100mw 

A - means this beacon was not heard on that particular frequency. 


The chart assumes that if a 100 mw level is heard, 

then all previous levels were also heard. If the 

10 watt level was heard then the 100 watt level is 

assumed by the chart to have been heard, but not the 1 watt 
or 100 mw. level. 


In other words, only the lowest level heard, is posted. 


The chart shows which beacon levels were heard at AA1IK.

My husband works for the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. He says that the 
Corps and NOAA are predicting an 85 to 90 percent chance of 
"catastrophic" weather this winter, starting in late November or early 
December. He says that NOAA says that the jet stream is expected to 
"split" in late November (when he gets home from work, I'll try to get 
him to explain what that means), carrying "tremendous" amounts of 
moisture into the Snow Belt, meaning "monumental" amounts of 
precipitation. He also says that "any disturbances or lows can turn into 
Cat. 5 hurricane force in a matter of hours under El Nino conditions." 


He is grim. He is afraid there will be at least one national disaster. 
When I asked him for a comparison with the blizzard that hit the 
Washington, DC area on January 9, 1996 (dumping more than three feet of 
snow into our front yard in a matter of hours), he laughed hollowly and 
said, "Chicken(bleep)."

Found another one of those limitations of NEC-4--or at least something 
quite contrary to MININEC, which yields a more sensible looking result. 
Has to do with dipole-type elements with center sections significatly 
laerger in diameter than the end sections. The shorter the center section 
(but greater than zero length) of larger diameter tubing, the higher the 
gain NEC-4 gives--to the point of seeming downright unreasonable. 


For those who follow modeling, the note on "Multi-diameter Dipoles" is at 
the site, along with some multi-color graphs. Hope the note is useful to 
someone.
